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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-84 are presented for examination. 

2. The IDS submitted on 7/5/2005 has been considered. 

3. Claims 1-84 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the prior art 
of the record teaches or fairly suggests all of the limitations of the claims especially the 
limitations of managing information where the information containing first data describing 
graphical element for display on the mobile deice and that the graphical element includes at least 
one or more of an input text field, a button, a check list, a set of radio buttons, a pull down menu, 
a popup menu and the combinations thereof for prompting to obtain input from the user of the 
mobile device. The first data further include first reference to the graphical element and values 
for a plurality of attributes of the graphical element associated with a second reference. Further, 
in response to user input from the interactive graphical element, the sever receive a third data 
indicating the first reference to the graphical element and using the first reference to locate the 
first data that describe the graphical element. Schwartz reference taught to manage information 
and access graphical element of applications, however, Schwartz does not describe specifically 
or suggestively any references to the graphical elements nor using the received data to indicate a 
reference to the graphical element. Furthermore, Schwartz does not teach that the graphical 
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elements are interactive graphical elements such as input text field, button, check list, radio 
button. . . etc. to prompt the user to enter inputs from the user mobile device.
